Barrett 
Wants 
More 
For Gas

Premier Barrett announced 
In the Legislature Wednesday 
he will seek re-opening of 
existing long-term agree¬ 
ments for sale of B.C. natural 
gas as a condition for provin¬ 
cial approval of further gas 
exports to the U.S. 

He accused the former 
Socred administration of lock-. 
Ing the province into long 
term contracts which produce 
a return only about half of the 
price brought by th^ same 
gas on delivery in California. 

The premier said in reply to 
opposition questions in the 
house the province’s first re- 
aponstibihity was to ensure that 
there is enough gas to meet 
B.C.’s own present and future 
needs. 

After that, he added, the 
government plans to make it 
clear to the National Energy 
Board that it expects gas ex¬ 
ports bring "a much more re¬ 
alistic price.’’ 

Outside the house, Barrett 
repeated his statement that 
B.C.’s position before the en¬ 
ergy board would be that pro¬ 
vincial approval of future gas 
exports is “contingent on pre¬ 
vious contracts being re¬ 
opened.” But he refused to 
comment on the province’s 
authority to dictate to the na-

HEIDELBERG' — A re¬ 
search laboratory testing car 
seat belts here is using 
corpses in an attempt to save 
motorists* lives. West German 
newspapers reported Wednes¬ 
day. 

A former employee of the 
Heidelberg Forensic Medicine 
Institute said corpses, hkn- 
daged from head to foot and 
dressed in orange coveralls, 
were belted to a sled. The 
sled was hurled a distance of 
20 feet, reaching a speed of 30 
miles an hour, and suddenly 
stopped. An autopsy then 
showed the effects of the test 
on the human body.

VANCOUVER (CP) — The B.C. HospiUlf;’ 
Association wants the term “hospitar’ abolished 
because it conveys a negative impression to the 
public. 

In a brief to the provincial government’s com¬ 
mittee investigating health care Wednesday, the 
association said more appropriate terms such as 
health cafte centre or service should be used. 

“To change concepts, we must start changing 
attitudes,” saief J. t). Bradford, executive director 
of the BCHA. 

“The public altitude to health all too often 
expresses sickness, and sickness in turn is thought 
of as the four walls of an institution, namely a 
hospital.” 

The BCHA brief urged legislation such as 
the Hospitals’ Act, the Mental Health Act and the 
Hospital Insurance Act be roplaced with a health 
maintenance act. 

Role of regional hospital hoards should be 
reassessed, said the brief, and they should be called 
health councils.

The ferry between Camp¬ 
bell River and Quadra Island

onwards Wednesday because 
A logging truck driver refused 
‘fo move^hik vehicle and the 
RCMP at that time sald*1hey 
had no authority to move it. 

About 4 p.m. at the Quadra 


Island ferry terminal, Ian 
Scott, master of the Quadra 
Queen II. refused to take*^ 
nbf>ard a loaded logging truck 
because it was overweight, he 
said. 

The driver of the l^ongland . 
Bros, tnick T»arked hta vehicle 
on the loading, ramp leading 
to the ferry and refused to 
moN’e. 


The truck was^, still there 
early this mi.xming. preventing 
tl»e ferry from loading or un¬ 
loading any vehicles. RCMP 
from CampbelL .River had 
been called to the scene about 
6 p.m. but took no action. 

Cpl. W. R. l.ee, in charge of 
the RCMP Highway Patrol at 
Campbell River, late Wednes¬ 
day outlined the action that

I^e said the police would 
return to the Quadra terminal 
and ask the driver of the 
truck to move it. If he re¬

PANAMA CITY (AP) — 
The iJnited States, using its 
veto right for only the third 
time in United Nations his¬ 
tory. killed a Security Council 
resolution Wednesday night 
on the future of the Panama 
Canal Zone. 

Ambassador John Scali 
used the veto on a resolution 
urging the U.S. to conclude 
“withoat delay” a new treaty 
to replace the 1903 agreement 
under whic^i the U.S. has per¬ 
petual rights in the canal 
zone.

“I would think we would be 
under some moral obligation 
to carry them through for 
the time being at least.” 

Wednesday he added: 
“While the question was 
asked at that time in the con¬ 
text of my forming a govern- 
n»ent, my answer in principle 
remains the same today as 
leader of Ihe opposition.” 

A spokesman for Stanfield 
said that If Turner does not 
accept the time-limit on the 
tax cuts “we will vote against 
it.” 


But government .sourcc.s 
said it is highly unlikely 
Turner would reject the pro- 
|)osal. 

“It would be better to get 
approval, even on a limited 
basis, than not at all, and we 
can always come back with 
legislatiOT for an extension. 
Who knows, there may be a 
new Parliament by then,” the 
sources said. 

New Democratic Party 
members, who have absorbed 
many Conservative taunts 
about being “Liberal bed¬ 
fellows,” could scarcely hide 
their delight at the latest turn 
of events. 

“We’ve always said that 
both the Tories and the Liber¬ 
als are connected with the 
corporate sector in society.” 
said NDP leader David Lewis. 
The Conservative party had 
“suddenly remembered which 
side its bread was buttered 
on.”

Turner recently won a 
strong cabinet argument to 
proceed with them rejprdless 
of opposition — were also re¬ 
lieved with the news.

Wednesday, Newell Mdrrison 
(SC Victoria) asked the 
premier if the government 
would oppose further e.xport 
of B.C. natural gas. Barrett 
replied tliat in principle he 
wasn’t opposed to further ex¬ 
ports despite the fact that 
previous contracts yielded 
“such a low price that we’re 
not getting return enough.” 

Although B.C. is restricted 
by these long-term contracts, 
Barrett said, “our approval of 
fijtther exports ... is condi¬ 
tional on previous contracts 
■ being reopened.” 

He added the present gov¬ 
ernment “isn’t happy . . ! at 
being locked into long-term 
contracts we cannot alter by 
law. No one in North America 
today is making such long¬ 
term contracts ...” 

Opposition leader W. A. C. 
Bennett, the former Socred 
premier, rose to ask Barrett 
whether he would reconsider 
approving further natural gas 
exports under any conditions. 
He noted that the B.C. Energy 
Board recently had reported a 
shoilage of natural gas in the 
province and said, “You 
should oppose hirther ex¬ 
ports.” 

The premier repeoted h4« 
statement the government 
would ensure B.-C.’s future 
needs are met first hut he 
added this province has great 
potential for further gas ex¬ 
ploration and therefore the 
NDP wasn’t oppo.sed to ex¬ 
ports if the price is right and 
sufficient reserves are avail¬ 
able. 

Bennett accused him of 
going after “the Yankee dol¬ 
lar at any cost.” 

“You sold us out . . .” Bar¬ 
rett retorted. 

The premier said the gov¬ 
ernment hasn’t made a deci¬ 
sion yet on .whether a pipeline 
will be built to prov ide natural 
gas to Vancouver Island and 
added nothing wolild be done 
in this regard until the prov¬ 
ince’s position on natural gas 
exports had been made clear 
to the enei-gy Iward.

U.K. Pupils

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Cabinet Hides ‘Crisis’ 


L egislation embodying President Richard 
Nixon's recommendations for sttffer penalties 
to control trafficking in and abuse of narcotic 
drugs has now gone 4:o Congress. It calls, among 
other things, for life sentences for second offenders 
dealing in heroin and morphine, and would deny 
bail to those awaiting trial except in exceptional 
circumstances. 

Meanwhile, in Ottawa, there is another dlsclo- 
sui'e indicating “a real crisis in the use of heroin" 
exists in Canada. 

This newspaper has repeatedly warned of this 
fact, and on the very substantial.evidence that has 
come to it from impeccable sources. 

Now, it transpires, the Tnideau cabinet had 
before it a document warning of the urgency of the 
situation as long ago as last March. 

‘T understand," said Lome Nystrom, a Saskat¬ 
chewan NDP member speaking .to the Commons 
health committee, "it warned of a real crisis ... 
and recommended more funds for treatment and 
rehabilitation." 

"The increased use of heroin, It reported, "was 
very great in B.C." 

In spite of this alarming disclosure and of the 
vital concern of British Columbians, Health Min¬ 


ister Marc Lalonde has refused to make public the 
document In question. His reason: cabinet memo¬ 
randa are confidential. He said he could ask his 
department to prepare a statement for the commit¬ 
tee, but he made no promise; and at the same time 
he admitted that the 1972 statistics, still under 
study, showed "an increase In the consumption of 
heroin in this country." 

This has been obvious, and the situation de¬ 
teriorating alaimlngly, for the past ten yeare. 

Informed persons in the B.C. narcotics control 
sector have been urging federal action on a large 
scale all this time. 

The government, however, has preferred to 
emphasize research rather than establish any na¬ 
tional program for control, education and rehabili¬ 
tation. It has done nothing whatever to discourage 
the trafficker by stiffening the Criminal Code, al¬ 
though It must be well aware of the multiplication 
in number of these criminals. 

What does it take to get a narcotics trafficker 
a sentence anywhere nearly commensurate with 
the crime, a crime often enough involving the cor¬ 
ruption of children? Well, the other day a 40-year- 
old man was convicted of trafficking in Prince 
George and committed as an habitual offender. 

It was his 31st conviction!

This is the com¬ 
pany that seemed to be unable to keep up with the 
times which moved the Social Credit administra¬ 
tion of the day into entering the business with the 
B.C. Ferry Authority. 

The CPR’s B.C. Coast Steamship Ser\ice 
wasn’t coping with the needs in the operation of its 
handsome fleet of "princess" ships carrying passen¬ 
gers and cars between Victoria, Vancouver and 
Seattle. For one thing, the ships were overly- 
elaborate with insufficient capacity, and facilities 
on board and ashore were, lacking in the handling 
of increasing traffic—particularly between Van¬ 
couver Island and the B.C. mainland. For another, 
the small ocean Mner-type "princesses" were costly 
to build as well as to maintain and operate. But 
no moves were made towards less expensive vessels 
and shorter routes. 

It was almost as though the company was de¬ 
termined to get out of the passenger service to con¬ 
centrate on what is probably the more lucrative 
freight business. And this is what it was able to do 
with the then premier, W. A. C. Bennett, starting a 
government service to the lower mainland from 
Swartz Bay and Nanaimo, which the NDP has 
inherited. • 

There is no suggestion that Premier David 
Barrett’s soi’ialist successors to the so-called free 
enterpri.se governtnent are unhappy at being hand¬ 
ed a public ferry system to operate, without first 
having to buy out somebody. But a lot of headaches 
are included in the bequest, not the least of which 


are demands for lower fares and improved seiwice. 

The long waiting periods at times during the 
height of the tourist season are extremely tiresome 
as is the lack of late sailings which adds to the 
costs of islanders wanting to attend evening func¬ 
tions in Vancouver and having to stay there over¬ 
night for want of a later than 10 p.m. ferry. 

Highways Minister Robert Strachan, who 
overeecs the feri*y authority, says a later ferry may 
be used on the Nanaimo run, but added costs worry 
him. Also he suggests he is being stymied by the 
fact that his employees running the fqrries don’t 
want to work. late. 

So the CPR comes to his rescue with an offer 
to take pas.sengers on its late freight ferry, Carrier 
Princess, between its downtown Vancouver and 
Swartz Bay terminals. And this is only part of the 
irony. 

More of It shows in looking back to the old 
CPR days when there was a midnight ferry be¬ 
tween Victoria and Vancouver so that late-night 
shows or sporting events could be attended. 

It meant added costs, too. A berth was needed 
because the sailing time was seven hours. Slow 
speed was used to cut fuel costs. At daytime sailing 
rates of knots it would have been four and a half 
hours. There would have been need for a pillow in 
this case, too, with a 4:30 a.m. arrival home. 

So what is the departure hour and the time of 
travel in the freight ferries plan announced last 
week? Carrier Princess will depart Vancouver at 
1:30 a.m. and will take three hours to get across to 
Saanich Peninsula—4:30 a.m. at Swartz Bay, and 
no bunks.

tional land ... as park land." 
These items and many other 
parts of the hill make it plain 
that the New Democrats may 
freeze or deprive landowners 
on the urgings of environ¬ 
mental pressure groups or at 
the pleasure of the commis¬ 
sioners the cabinet has ap¬ 
pointed. 

Since all provincial lands 
have been mixed up in the bill 
the public hearings promised 
to agriculture must be extend¬ 
ed to other J)roperty clas¬ 
sifications as well as munici¬ 
pal ones. The preservation of 
park lands has already result¬ 
ed in loss of small holdings. 
Nor have observers thought 
such deprivations always war¬ 
ranted. Moreover, compensa¬ 
tion for homes and land in 
Canada’s new Pacific Rim 
National Park has not always 
been satisfactory In the opin¬ 
ion of the dispossessed. Read¬ 
ers may recall that a bill to 
acquire land in designated 
park lands was passed three 
years ago. It has resulted in a 
situatkxi that is confused and 
unsatisfactory. The 1973 B.C. 
Tourist Directory again in¬ 
forms visitors that all living 
accommodations and com¬ 
mercial enterprises will be re¬ 
moved from Pacific Rim Na¬ 
tional Park. Yet in other 
parts of the directory large 
motels are advertised as 
operating in national parks. 

Ottawa announces that 2,000 
leaseholders face stiff in¬ 
creases in land rentals: up to 
6,000 per cent. If commercial 
enterprises and cottages re¬ 
main in national parks they 
will probably be phased out 
by high rents. In the circum¬ 
stances, the denial of hearings 
is galling. We were advised 
by a provincial parks planner 
that it would be unwise to 
protest confiscation of our 
dwelling in Pacific Rim Na¬ 
tional Park as we could well 
end up with a lower valuation. 
LHce thousands of other fair- 
minded British Columbians 
we feel that the environment 
should be preserved without 
crushing property rights and 
freedoms. We have been out¬ 
spoken pr(H>nnentt of wild 
land parks and have assristed 
in their formation. The dicta¬ 
torial attitude contained in 
Bi'll 42, however, has the most 
undesirable effects in arous¬ 
ing hostility and polarities 
and ultimately the environ¬ 
mental movement will experi¬ 
ence even greater problems 
than it already has.

One American news maga¬ 
zine drew up a list of funds 
whose sources or use it 
judged questionable and ar¬ 
rived at a total of more than 
il.5 million. 

The latest Item on the list 
was the secret contribution of 
5200,000 made In cash last 
year by Robert Vesco, a New 
Jersey financier, who took 
over from Bernard Comfeld 
at the head of the Investors 
Overseas Services unit trust 
giant and who is now the prin¬ 
cipal defendant in a 5230 mil¬ 
lion fraud case arising from 
the activities of lOS.

When the cash was handed 
to the Committee for the Re- 
Election of the President in 
April last year, it was already 
known that Vesco was under 
investigation by the American 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission. 

In December 1971, the then 
attorney-general, John Mit- 


phoned the American em¬ 
bassy in Switzerland to obtain 
the release ^on bail of Vesco, 
arrested and Jailed in Geneva 
following a complaint by an 
lOS shareholder. 

Harry Sears, a prominent 
New Jersey Republican Who 
aoted as Intermediary be¬ 
tween Vesco and the re-elec¬ 
tion committee, revealed in a 
Sworn statement that, hours 
after the 5200.000 payment 
was made, Mitchell, by then 
head of the Nixon re-election 
campaign, arranged a meet-

Ing between Vesco and Wil¬ 
liam Casey, then cfiairman of 
the SEC. 

The meeting took place on 
May Itl last year without any 
apparent effect on the SEC 
investigation of Vesco. But 
this was another instance of 
the ease with ledildii generous 
Republican contributors ob¬ 
tained access to key govern¬ 
ment officials.

Ingly precarious living condi¬ 
tions. 

The same is true in Lagos 
and Cambodia. 

★ ★ ★ 

The most pessimistic spe- 
tiaiists speak of the Montag¬ 
nards as a “race threatened 
with extinction” while the 
most optimistic think the situ¬ 
ation is particularly critical in 
the wake of the 1972 commu¬ 
nist offensive and the continu¬ 
ation of fighting beyond the 
ceue-fire. 

An exanq)le amcMig many: 
In toe region of Boun Ho, on 
toe^ Dariac plateau, commu¬ 
nist forces infiltrated into a 
series of hamlets which had 
been controlled up to Jan. 28 
by government farces. 

The result of a month of en¬ 
suing combats, according to 
official figures, is 12 hamlets 
razed to the ground and toe 
creation of an additional 3,500 
refugees. 

★ ★ ★ 

Estahtistanent in 20 of the 44 
South Vietnamese provinces, 
toe Montagnard communities 
were particularly numerous 
In those hit hardest by toe 
1972 offensive: Kontmu, Plei- 
ku, Quang Trl, Quang Ngai, 
Binh Dinh, Dariac and Binh 
Long. 

Officially, over 60,000 Mon¬ 
tagnards have taken refuge in

government-t^ontroUed camps, 
where they are cared for. 

This figure does not take 
into account the new refugees 
of recent montos (15,000), the 
thousands who remain outside 
the camps, or those who have 
been sent back to partially de¬ 
stroyed villages and are no 
longer supported by toe state. 

★ ★ ★ 

The most heavily destroyed 
Montagnard province, Kon- 
tum — toe northern half of 
which is in the hands of the 
commiunists -- is that in 
which the refugees are the 
most numerous. 

It is in Kontum that is locat¬ 
ed the biggest refugee camp, 
“Mari-Lou”, housing nearly 
20,000 men, women and chil¬ 
dren. 

Since last December, when 
everyone was still living 
under big military tents, over 
.300 long barracks have been 
built by the Montagnards 
themseh'es with government 
aid. 

A total of 500 barracks are 
to be built before toe monsoon 
season begins at toe end of 
April, but numerous refugees 
wiU still hfive to live that 
period under tents, in toe mud 
and the cold which cause epi¬ 
demics of sometimes-fatal 
diairrhea. 

★ ★ ★ 

Contrary to the refugees, in 
the “Vietnamese” camps, 
who are dynamic and quickly 
find ways to improve toeir 
living conditions, the M<mtag- 
nards seem to be unable to 
adapt to tlieir situation as ref¬ 
ugees. 

Away from toeir particular 
mountain universe, they often 
remain prostrate and inactive 
under toeir tents. 

Gne of toe most preoccupy¬ 
ing problems n the big ramp 
is hygiene, because equli> 


ment and trained personnel 
are in short supply. 

Investigators from U.S. Sen. 
Edward Kennedy's ub^rom- 
mittee found last week that of 
the 20 wells drilled in the 
camp, 10 were polluted afid 
several others had dried up. 

A Vietnamese doctor said 
nine cases of Che plague had 
been discovered last Febru¬ 
ary, and several thousand 
persons had to undergo pare- 
ventive vaccination. 

★ ★ ★ 

The authorities also attempt 
to fight against all those who, 
at one level or another, might 
“exploit” the refugees. Sup¬ 
plies and funds pass throi^h 
a long chain before reaching 
destination, and it appears 
that there have been “losses” 
in toe past. 


Two months ago, a few 
Vietnamese wmien were 
going from tent to tent selling 
their wares. Today, a verita¬ 
ble central market has been 
set up, run only by Vietnam¬ 
ese. 

Despite official ocxitrols, toe 
prices on the camp market 
are considerably higher than 
those at toe Kontum central 
market tiwo miles away. 


Salt and dried fish, far ex¬ 
ample, were selling last week 
at twice the central market 
price. Prominently displayed 
were bottles of toe mediocre 
local “rum” and “cognac”, 
since the Montagnards are 
known to have a weakness for 
fermented rice alcohol. 

A big percentage of toe 
Montagnards here have been 
converted to (Catholicism, and 
their priests, French and Viet¬ 
namese missionaries, have 
taken refuge with them. 
These have no desire to re¬ 
turn to their mountains as 
long 8 they ar under commu¬ 
nist control. 

Some — fewer and fewer — 
continue to arrive from the 
North after passing through 
the lines of Viet (3ong patrols. 

It is hard to estimate how 
many Montagnards remain n 
the communist-coqtroUed 
zone, toe figures advanced 
ranging from 20,000 to 100,000. 

★ ★ ★ 

The refugees here are skep¬ 
tical about their chances of 
returning to their mountains, 
even if combat ceases. 

They are not impressed by 
the authorities of Dak To, 
who, at Mari-Lou, are dis¬ 
tributing official deisds to land 
under terms of the Agrarian 
Reform law guaranteeing 
toon living space according 
to their system of rotation 
planting. 

This distribution is purely 
symbolio in toe eyes of the 
refugees, who know that in 
fact the land being given to 
them by the Saigon govern¬ 
ment is for the time being the 
“Property” of the National 
Liberation Front, 


only weeks after Gray be¬ 
came acting chde# of the FBI, 
foHpWii^ the deeth of J. Ed¬ 
gar Hooker, the autxxratfc 
chief G-man for almost a half 
a oentua^. 

Gray conceded that “we 
have not really been able to 
find out vtoat we hoped to find 
out” about the Watergate 
case. His testimony moreover 
suggested that his stern deter¬ 
mination to get to the bottom 
of the affair tended to weaken 
the closer the investigation 
came to the White House. 

Liberal Democrats on the 
senate conunittss have Im¬ 
plied that Gray, whose politi¬ 
cal loyalty to Nixon Js unques¬ 
tioned, has been influenced by 
political pressures while act¬ 
ing FBI chief. 


Gray, in his anxiety to co-op¬ 
erate with toe senate and at 
the same time demonstrate 
the thoroughness of the Wa¬ 
tergate investigation, has 
managed to cause the White 
House acute embarrassment. 

He invited his senate ques¬ 
tioners to read all the FBI 
files on the Watergate, and 
supplied a number of docu¬ 
ments requested by the com¬ 
mittee. 

One of these referred to 
Donald Segretti, a California 
lawyer, alleged to have con¬ 
ducted espionage and sabo^ 
tage operations again.st the- 
Democrats last year, and who 
was a witness at the Water¬ 
gate grand jury hearings. 

The documents confirmed 
tiiat Segretti was recruited by 
the re-election committee and 
that he had been paid by 
Herbcr Kalmach, the pre¬ 
sident’s personal lawyer. 

When these facts were re¬ 
ported b^ the Washington 
Post last October they were 
angrily dismissed by White 
House press secretary Ronald 
Ziegler as “stories based on 
hearsay, character assassi¬ 
nation, innuendo, guilt by as¬ 
sociation.” 

★ ★ ★ 

Last week, Zi^ler, under a 
barrage of awkward question.s, 
refused to withdraw his earli¬ 
er statements, retreating be¬ 
hind a cloud of "no c<Mn- 

ments” and tortured syntax. 

Gray had already revealed 
that, during the Watergate 

investigation, he had sent a 
stream of documents on the 
case to John Dean, a White 
Housa aide conducting a sepa¬ 
rate inquiry into possible con¬ 
nections tetM^n the pres- 

ident’e staff and the bugging 
affair. 


Gray was unable to dis¬ 
prove reports that some of the 
documents had been shown to 
Segretti before he ^ 

tore the WStergata grand 
jury. 

Liberal Democrats have 
expressed particular alarm at 
Dean’s role, following reports 
that he had at one time 
worked closely with G. Gor¬ 
don Li4dy. one of the men 
convicted In the Watergate 
case. 


Senator John Tunney said 
that the directorship of the 
FBI was the most “sensitive” 
position in government after 
the presidency, and that he 
would not vote for Gray’s con- 
~iirmati<m unless the judiciary 
committee were able to ques¬ 
tion Dean. Nixon has said 
publi'‘ly that he will not allow 
Dean to testify. 

Even if Gray is confirmed 
with less difficulty than now 
seems likely, the echoes of 
last year’s scandals promise 
to rumble on Indefinitely. 

A civil SEC suit against 


Vesco and other defendants, in 
the fraud case is being heard 
in a New York court. 

A senate select oommittee 
will soon begin an extensive 
investigation of toe Watergate 
case end related acts of politi¬ 
cal espionage. 

A smate sub-committee is 
also about to reopen toe case 
of ITT and its alleged involve¬ 
ment in domestic and foreign 
politics.

An Oxford laboratory re¬ 
ports that many highly priced 
pieces of Oiinese pottery 
widely held to date fr^ toe 
edghtb century AD are clever 
fakes. 

/ Ttie report by toe Oxford 
'University Research Labora¬ 
tory for Archaeology and the 
History of Art, shows that at 
least one major museum has 
acquired some fakes and that 
many are atill circulating on 
the open market at prices up 
to 5125,000. 

Research has foitused on 
•arly wares on the Tang dy-

nasty (AD 618-906). Eight of 
the 37 pieces tested by Dr. 
Stuart Fleming are 20th-cen¬ 
tury imitations. ' 

Of four major pieces sub¬ 
mitted for testing by the 
Freer Gallery of Art, part of 
the Smithsonian Institution of 
Washington, two are fakes. 

Another piece, thought to 
have been worth about 
540.000, was submitted for 
sale to Christies by a foreign 
collector. 

“We were shattered when it 
was said by Oxford to be re¬ 
cent,” said Anthony Derham, 
a director of the firms orien¬ 
tal porcelain department. The 


owner ^as advised to with¬ 
draw the piece. 

^ Both major London sale¬ 
rooms — Oiristies and Soto- 
ebys — now submit all im¬ 
portant pieces of Tang ware 
to Oxford for thermofumin- 
escene testing 

ITiis is based cm toe fact 
that toe ouartz and feldspar 
particles ypreseot in clay ac¬ 
quire a' toermohiminescent 
glow from exposure to rays 
passing throu^ toe earth’s 
atmosphere. This glow is lost 
when the clay is fired above 
400 degrees centigrade. 

So toe dating of any piece 
can be accuratriy pinpointed 
by mea^iring the amount of 


thermo-luminescence, re-es¬ 
tablished in these particles 
since manufacture. 

All toe best Tang fakes dis¬ 
covered so far appear to have 
been made during a period 
immediately following 1910, 
when many early tombs were 
unearthed in China during 
railway oonstruotkai. ’Theire is 
evidence that ancient molds 
for ntfmy tomb figurea^were 
discovered. ^ 

One report of a visit to a 
Peking factory in 1912 tells of 
hundreds of newjly made fig¬ 
ures standing on shelves. All 
would have defied detection 
until toe introduction of Ox¬ 
ford’s new technique.

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Think Tanks: Golden Age of Knowledge? [

In a neurophysiology labo¬ 
ratory oC Stanford Research 
Institute, a moj^ey with 
aleoder wire electnodea insert- 
. cd into Its head reacts to an ¬ 
electrical impidse by slowly 
raising its aim The occasion 
is historic. An artificial brain 
is Working. 

Five hundred miles south, 
down a polished corridor of 
the Santa Monica, Calif., 
RAND Corporation, Merton 
Davies hunches ov'er a table 
of charts and photograi^s. 
His mission: to map the plan¬ 
ets. H» hope: to see man 
roam the solar system. 

And on a hillside overlook- 
trig Santa Barbara. Calif., an 
awesome collection of intel- 
1 e c t u a 1 **lords spiritual" 
gather at the Centre to the 
study of Democratic Institu¬ 
tions to test the temper of 
human societies in the hres of 
human dialogue. Their quest: 
a few small truths. 


California 
Leading 
The Way 


These, in all their diversi¬ 
ties, are California think 
tanks, a type of uniquely 20th 
century organization that has 
been quietly proliferating 
throughout the state in what 
many regard as a golden age 
of knowledge. 

The think tank budgets 
range into the millions of dol¬ 
lars, and by one estimate they 
have been the recipients of a 
staggering 3150 billion spent 
on research and development 
in the United States in the 
past decade alone. 

And that figure is expected 
to double in the next decade 


tion pioneered the since wide¬ 
ly copied systems analysis, a 
process whereby alternative 
future systems — in either 
weapons or alliances can 
be analysed for effectiveness 
and other criteria. 

It evolved the interdis¬ 
ciplinary approach to re¬ 
search, bringing many talents 
to bear on a single problem. 
An inside joke goes: **You de¬ 
sign it, I’ll price it and Max 
will decide if it makes the 
Russians nervous." 

That concern sprang from 
the social turmoil of the 1960s. 

The result is a new range of 
programs and contracts that 
look at transportation, pollu¬ 
tion, education, health and 
housing. 


deals in broad-based research 
projects. 

Toward survival and altru¬ 
ism, Stanford Research sci¬ 
entists range over a futuristic 
assortment of 1,000 projects a 
year from computer-augment¬ 
ed knowledge to a laser canon 
that measures microscopic 
air pollution. 

The work by Dr. Lawrence 
Pinneo is one example. He 
began working toward devel¬ 
opment of an artificial brain 
13 years ago when the very 
idea was disquieting to most. 


The centre. — like RAND 
and ISRI — is an independent 
non-profit institution, but any 
f u r t her comparison ends 
there. 


Their studies range from 
magnetic levitation to a world 
constitution, from predicting 
the future to subsidizing the 
poor, from industrial robots to 
urban decay, from computer 
privacy to Soviet crisis behav¬ 
ior. 

'Hielr approach Is interdis¬ 
ciplinary, each centre mass¬ 
ing a mixed army of philoso¬ 
phers and physicists, sociolo¬ 
gists and mathematicit|tt, po¬ 
litical scientists and engineers 
to make things work, to make 
things clear, to get "more 
bang for the buck" and to 
keep the conversation g(ui^ in 
a free society. 

Their clients and sponsors 
are all levels of American 
governments, dozens of 
foreign nations, industry, pri¬ 
vate i*ilanthropic foundations 
and the public itself. 

The number of think tanks 
that exist may never be 
k-nown, because the very term 
defies precise description. 


Rice calls it a "conscious 
policy of diversificati(Mi" but 
others reggrd it as the obvi¬ 
ous result of dwindling de¬ 
fence work. 

New priorities notwithstand¬ 
ing. however, RAND keeps it¬ 
self acutely tuned to the fu¬ 
ture. Space is an area in 
which it also pioneered, hav¬ 
ing predicted in Its first study 
that an earth-orbiting satellite 
lay ahead and, subsequently, 
missing by only two weeks an 
educated guess at the launch¬ 
ing date of Russia's Sputnik I. 

Enthusiasm is endemic, and 
the image of the scientists is 
altering. Young long-hairs 
work with equal enthusiasm 
down the hall from the 
straightcst of closecropped 
war experts. 

China-watchers prepare 
their foreign policy aMema- 
tives with the same sense of 
discovery that prompts Davis 
to dream about new worlds in 
space. 

But the feeling isn’t exclu¬ 
sive to RAND. Just south of 
San Francisco, the scientists 
at, Sanford Research Institute 
fling open new doors with 
similar elan. 


There are think tanks as¬ 
sociated with universities and 
a number attached to giant 
industrial complexes. There 
are groups of tanks specifical¬ 
ly concerned with computers 
and others concerned only 
with flight. 

Even size obscures the defi¬ 
nition, because the term is 
applied equally to organiza¬ 
tions operating out of a single 
office and institutions that 
employ thousands. 

The National Science Foun¬ 
dation, risking a guess, said 
there were 11,355 research 
and development companies, 
ergo think tanks. In the Unit¬ 
ed States five years ago. 


That figure today, including 
every type of think tank, pub- 
Kc as wHl as private, may be 
as high as 17,000. 

No one will even guess at 
the number of think tanks in 
California, but the National 
Science Foundation found that 
40 per cent of all federal re- 
gjB^a r c h and dvelopment 
^oney going to industry came 
to California. 

By another estimate, more 
than one-fourth of the re¬ 
search scientists and en¬ 
gineers eniploiycd by indepen¬ 
dent, non-profit Institutions 
were located in the Pacific 
states, primarily California. 

The existence of the modem 
think tank is rooted in the 
scope and complexity of the 
knowledge explosion that fol¬ 
lowed the Second World War, 
an explosion that slmulta- 
n e o u s 1 y enlightened and 
threatened mankind. 


The RAND Corporation, 
whimsically "Mother Rand," 
Is generally credited with 
being the first of them, creat¬ 
ed by Douglas Aircraft in 1946 
on the basis of an army-air 
force contract to undertake 
"a program of study and re¬ 
search on the broad subject of 
intercontinental warfare." 

Two years laier, RAND (an 
acronymn for research and 
development) went indepen¬ 
dent with a 31 million Ford 
Foundation grant and broad¬ 
ened Its interests to pro¬ 
grams beyond military de¬ 
fence. - 

Up until recently^ however^ 
it has remained involved in 
national security affairs to 
•uch an extent that it has had 
to live down the accusation of 
beinit' a "shadow govern¬ 
ment" in America. 

RAND’s actual role in gov¬ 
ernment decisions can proba¬ 
bly never be measured, but it 
has played an important part 
in U.S. policy on the cold war, 
the nuclear arsM race, the 
■pace age, foreign affairs and 
general military strategy in a 
dangeroUB age. 

The Santa Monica corpora- 


"We can now reduce com¬ 
puter functions to wafteiitka 
discs amenable to being plimt- 
ed in the brain.

SRl’s artificial InteUigence 
project also resulted in the 
creation of Shakey. a com¬ 
puter-operated, radio-con¬

Six feet tall, its legs wheels 
and its eyes a television 
camera, Shakey is a composo 
ite of motors, sensors and a 
range finder which help It ex¬ 
plore a room, remember 
some of its contents and fig* 
ure out what must be done to 
accomplish a simple task. 

D r. Bertram Raphael, 
director of tiie artificial In¬ 
telligence centre, says the 
purpose of the experiment Is 
to develop a computerized 
machine to operate where It 
>s impossible, expensive or 
dangerous to send a man: on 
di.stant planets or at the bot¬ 
tom of the sea. 

"It win be. we hope, a very 
useful machine,” Raphael 
says. "Man, after all, has his 
limitations." 

These limitations on a far 
different level are a concern 
of what has been called the 
epitome of all think tanks, a 
cerebral Disneyland, an in- 
tettectual pltstop between Lo« 
Angeles and San Francisco 
and, finally, the tallest and 
fairest ivory tower of them 
all. 

That would be the Centre 
for the Study of Democratic 
Institutions. 


SRI, like RAND, is a non¬ 
profit, indepeiKtent research 
organization and. like RAND, 
it brings the talent of many 
scientific disciplines to bear 
on specific problems. 

But the big Menlo Park in¬ 
stitute — one of the largest 
contract research organiza¬ 
tions in the world — Is three 
times the side of RAND. 

While RAND deals exclusi¬ 
vely with government agen¬ 
cies, almost a fourth of Stan¬ 
ford Research’s business is 
with private industry* — about 
2,000 companies a year. 

SRI if mission-oriented to¬ 
ward solving immediate prob¬ 
lems in labs as complete as 
any on earth. RAND has no

OTTAWA (CP) ■- The fed¬ 
eral govern m ent practically 
is giving away pc^tial oil 
and gas land in the Arctic and 
in offahore regions and thus 
robbing the federal treasury of 
hundn^i of millions of dol¬ 
lars, says law professor An¬ 
drew Thompson of the Univer¬ 
sity of British Columbia. 

The trouble lies with the oil 
and gas land regulations 
which Thompson says were 
'•debated only in the board- 
rooms of government depart¬ 
ments and oil corporations.” 

"As a result, we have a 
resource giveaway un¬ 
parallelled in any country in 
modern times.” he says in a 
paper delivered here Wednes¬ 
day to the Canadian ArcUo 
Resources Convnittee. 

The Canadian aystem 
allows oil companies to bid 
for work permits on land 
under federal jurisdiction. 
The companies agree to spend 
an agre^ amount each year 
searching for oil and gas. 
Thompson says the cost of 
holding a work permit for 12 
years is only an acre. 

The work permits can be 
converted to 12-year leases 
with no bidding. There also is 


a further 21-year leiie re¬ 
newal provided for. 

Atone time companies had 
to surrender half of their 
acreage to the Crown 
which then would he subject 
to bidding. This was changed 
however, giving the compa¬ 
nies the right to take leases 
on all of Ub acareage but pay¬ 
ing additional royalties on it. 

Thompson compared the 
Canadian system to those in 
Alaska and in the U.S. 

Lease sales for 71 leases 
oovctomg 363,000 acres in 
Santa Barbara channel netted 
the U.S. 1603 miUion, he said. 
Alaska was paid $900 million 
for 164 leases covering 413,000 
acres on the'North Slope. 

Federal royalty rates also 
art extremely low when com¬ 
pared to anywhere else, says 
Thompson. 

He s«id atUmpts by Ottawa 
to change the leasing system 
brought charges from the 
companies that the govern¬ 
ment was trying to change 
the rules in mid-stream. As a 
result, he said, Ottawa al¬ 
lowed the old ruiea to stand for 
screage under permit. Some 
627 million acres or 80 per 
cent of federally-held poten- 


tial petroleum producing 
areas are involved. 

He said a gas pipeline from 
the Mackenzie Delta to south¬ 
ern Canada and U.S. markets, 
carrying equal proportiont of 
gas from Alaska and Canada 
would net Alaska $144 million 
in royalties in three years 
while Canada would collect 
only $36 million. 

Petroleum revenues lost 
under the low royalties total 
hundreds of millions of dollars 
and ‘‘are of the ordM* re¬ 
quired to settle native claims 
and provide an economic base 
for the Yukon and Northwest 
Tcrrltoritt.” says Thompson. 

‘‘In the Maritime provinces 
and Quebec, they could mean 
economic resurgence.” 

A spokesman for the north¬ 
ern development department, 
asked to comment on the 
paper, said the oil and gas 
regulations referred to have 
been under suspension since 
1970. 

When rewritten, and pre¬ 
sumably calling for higher 
royalties, the government 
had made a oommitment to 
have them debated before a 
|)arHamenitary committee, he 
sand.

Steps are being taken to 
tacklo the major fire hazard 
caused by the use of thin ven¬ 
eer plywoods installed without 
proper backing in many 
homes in the Greater Victoria 
area. 

Saanich Fire Chief Harold 
Gains sa>’s he Ix^s to bring 
the matter up at the B.C. Fire 
Chiefs’ Association convention 
to be held in Greater Victoria 
In August. 

In ar^ Interview Tuesday, 


the fire ciiief said there was 
serious cause for alarm in the 
rapid spread of fires in build¬ 


ings where veneer panelling 
was not backed by some fire- 
resistant material such as 
gypsum board. 

He pointed to the tragic In- 
staUaitian of uibaciced veneer 
panelling in the basement 
auite of a home at 2986 Inez 
destroyed by a fire last Dec. 
31 which killed two small chil¬ 
dren. 

Gains said he hoped the lire 
chiefs would bring pressure to 
amend the National Building 
Code — the federal building 
guide incorporated in the 
bylaws of most B.C munici¬ 
palities — to outlaw the im¬ 
proper use of thin veneer ply- 
wo(^ panelling. 


Saanich fire committee 
Chairman Aid. William Noel 
said the municipality’s first 
step should be to reduce the 
fire hazards posed by improp¬ 
er use of such materials in 
rented accommodation. With 
people’s own homes it was a 
question of “caveat emptor” 
but when they were rtsldng 
someone else’s life it was 
quite a different matter. 

Saanich staff members are 
studying the question of ille¬ 
gal suites in the municipality, 
some of which represent a 
fire hazard betjaose of ^ do- 
U-yourseU nature of their coiv 
struction. Noel would like to 
see immicipal building inspec¬ 


tion divisions apply more 
stringent fire hazard controls 
for rental suites than operate 
for ordinary single family ac- 
commodahm. 

“The National Building 
Code'is a minimum requi^ 
ment,’* Nod stressed, “there 
is noting to say that any mu¬ 
nicipality could ndt bring in 
regidatioriS more stringent 
than in the code.” 

Les Harmsworth, structural 
engineer and president of 
Harmsworth Associates, said 
his firm had conducted an 
investigation into a house in 
the Greater Victoria araa 
wiiich had been gutted within 
minutes of the fire being set 


as a direct result of the high 
combustibllMy of unbacked 
veneer plywoods. 

The occupants of the house, 
who were awake at the time 
of the fire, were hicky to es¬ 
cape with their Uvea, he-said. 

Harmsworth said it would 
be a very cheap and easy 
matter to ensure proper back¬ 
ing by xmdertaking some kind 
of test work “in the field.” 
Sheets of aluminum foil would 
probably do the job adequate¬ 
ly- 

He said use of such ply¬ 
woods was very widespread 
beoause they were cheap, 
easy to use and attractive — 
and allowed uqder the Na¬ 


tional Building Code. He 
added that federal authorities 
seemed to be aware of the 
problem and might change al¬ 
lowable fire ratings for these 
materials in the near future. 

Harmsworth saM that, after 
his firm had investigated the 
gutted building, a cigarette 
lighter flame was applied to 
the edge of a sample piece of 
veneer panelling. The sample 
caught fire rapidly in a way 
which “is difficult to achieve 
even with kindling.” 

He recommended a survey 
to establish the fire suscepti¬ 
bility of different types of con¬ 
struction and finishing. This 
would be of obvious benefit.to 


insurance companies in set¬ 
ting realistic^ premiums as 
well as guarding the un¬ 
suspecting public. 

Victoria deputy BTre Chief 
R. J. Ooates said his experi¬ 
ence wu thgt in buildings 
where such phrwoods were Irw 
stalled unbacked “the fire 
spreads very rapidly and is 
extremely difficult to con¬ 
trol.” He said the public 
should be made more aware 
of the dangers of these mate¬ 
rials. 


Langford Fire Chief Allan 
Le Quesne said that thin ven¬ 
eer plywood “burns like a 
piece of paper” especially 


when simply tackdd ’ onto 
studs without any backing. He 
cited two fires in recent 
months, one on Strathmore 
and one on Terlane, where 
houses had been gutted rapid¬ 
ly because the unbacked pan¬ 
elling “burned terrifically.” 
Damage totalled nearly 
$40,000 in the two fires. 

Victoria building inspector 
Alec James said Tuesday that 
though such panelling burns 
very fast, deaths from fires 
were not a major problem in 
Canada. “You can go on mak¬ 
ing houses safer and safer 
and more and more expen¬ 
sive,” said James, “until no 
one has any houses at aU.“

Rased on a February sur¬ 
vey of prices, StaUstics Cana¬ 
da shows consumer prices 
rose 6.4 per cent in St. John’s 
over the latest 12-month 
period, biggest increase 
among 12 cities and city com¬ 
binations included in the sur¬ 
vey.

iist with 12-month increases of 
5.2 per cent each. 

Winnipeg followed with an 
increase of 5 per cent Ed- 
montonCalgary was next 
With 4.8 per cent lind Halifax 
next with 4.7 per cent. 
Thunder Bay, Qnt., showed 
4.6 per cent, Montreal 4.5 per. 
cent, Vancouver 4.4 per cent, 
Saskatoon-Regina 4.2 per 
cent, and Quebec City 4 per 
cent. 

^ Increased food prices were 
the big reason for higher con¬ 
sumer^ pMees in every city, 
the statistics bureau said. 

Housing costs were up in 
every listed city except Ed- 


monton-C^gaiy, where ttiey 
remained unchanged. The In¬ 
crease was due to higher 
rents, higher insurance rates 
for household effects and In¬ 
creased prices for fuel oil and 
some furnishings. 

The cost of health and per¬ 
sonal care rose everywhere 
except Halifax.

Well, it isn’t. They are some * 
of the technical features found 
in. the dandiest little toy that 
has come along since the min¬ 
iature electiic train. 

Electronic calculators they 
are called. The advertise¬ 
ments pri^ise them as an ab¬ 
solute necessity for the engi¬ 
neer, the architect, the ac¬ 
countant, but don’t let that 
fool you. 

’‘We have men come in who 
tell me they don’t really need 
an electronic calculator, but 
they want to play around with 
it at home,” says Peter 
Smith, who sells the miniature 
computers at a downtown de¬ 
partment store. 

They come in varying sizes. 
The smallest ones fit into the 


palm of your;hand, but their 
capabilities make them elec¬ 
tronic marvels. 

They will add, subtract, 
multiply and divide, and 
that’s just the basic functions. 

They will handle decimal 
points with ease, some models 
up to eight 

’They will take care of 
successive multiplications, 
with or without decimals. 

The more advanced models 
will store an end product in a 
memory bank for recall. 
Some will give the desired 
percentage of any figure. 

On many models, there is a 
separate key which erases the 
last entry in case the wrong 
button has beS'h pushed by 
mistake. 

One of the most scH[>histicat- 
ed models will print out a 
tape listing all calculations 
performed by the machine. 

The price for these little 
wonders ranges all the way 
from about $80 to $300. 


The $300 models are per¬ 
haps really for the profes¬ 
sionals who might use them 
extensively, but the less est- 
pensive ones could provide a 
source of entertainment for 
anyone. 

Smith says when the first 
models came on the market a 
few years ago, only accoun¬ 
tants were interested in them. 

"At that time, sales clerks 
were almost reluctant to sell 
them, because they feared 
they didn’t know enough 
about the machines,” he says. 

"But then the pattern 
changed and now just about 
everybody seems to be in the 
market for electronic calcula¬ 
tors. We have one school 
which wants to buy about 25 
of them for use by students." 

Most of the calculators, he 
says, owe their brilliant 
powers to a small component 
called a chip. No larger than 
about a quarter of a square

quality row housing on a non¬ 
profit, low-cost basis. 

Co-op owners in the McCas¬ 
kill project will pay ^ low 
down payment of between 
$1,700 and $2,000, with month¬ 
ly payments to meet tho 
o^raliag costs of the develop¬ 
ment. Any sur^us In pay¬ 
ments is given back to the co¬ 
op shareholders in the form of 
a dividend. 

The VicU>r\a project will 
consist of one-to-four-bedroom 
units and the ultimate price 
will depend on what the pros¬ 
pective buyers want to im 
dude in the development.

Restoration of historic Fan Tan Alley in 
Victoria’s Chinatown is a great idea, but the 
initiative for such a project must come from 
property owners. Aid. Mike Young, chairman 
of city council’s zoning committee, said 
Wednesday. 

If property owners along the alley were to 
submit concrete plans to council, plans with 
which they would be prepared to live, "we 
would certainly give them all the assistance 
we can," Young said. 

'ITie rehabilitation of the alley was pio- 
posed earlier Wednesday by Milton-Tisdale^ 
president of the Fan Tan Alley Development 
Co. 

Tisdale said his company has leases on all 
buildings in the alley from their Chinese 
owners. 


He said the city should declare the alley 
an area of historical value and should seek a 
government grant forili restoration. ~ 

'The alley, he said, should be turned into a 
pedestrian mall with small shops on both 
sides. He said a $150,000 grant would be 
enough to cover the cost of refurbishing the 
still existing store premises, now all vacant. 
About 20 shops could operate in the alley. 

Tisdale said the grant could be obtained 
fi’om the provincial government under the 
B.C. Archeological and Historic Sites Act. 
Federal grants might also be available for 
such a project, he said. 

Fan Tan Alley’s history goes back about 
85 years. It was once a booming gambling 
and prostitution area. The alley connects"Fls- 
gard with Pandora just west of Government. 


Dissident Nuns 
‘Not Suitable’ 
Hospital Help

The three nuns who have 
been sitting in at St. Mary’s 
Priory in Langford for -the 
past week lack the training 
and experience necessary to 
woric in the priory hospital, 
hospital administrator George 
Harrison said Wednesday. 

The sisters have been sit¬ 
ting in at the priory since last 
Thursday when they were told 
the building they had been liv¬ 
ing in was being closed. 

They claimed they were 
being denied opportunity to 
work in the hospital. 

Harrison said Sister Mary 
Josephine Donovan had 
worked at the hospital for a 
short time but "was in no way 
suitable.” 

"They lack training and ex¬ 
perience to fit into the pro¬ 
gram,’’ said Harrison. 

The hospital operates a 
8 &-bed extended care facility 
and also has 35 boarding 
home patients cared for by a 
staff of 120. Harrison is re¬ 
sponsible for hiring the staff. 

Among the seven nuns in¬ 
volved in the dispute. Sister 
Leonettea Hoesing, as the 
head of the priory, acts as 
chairman of the board that 
runs the hospital, said Har¬ 
rison. Sister Leorrettea’i posi¬ 
tion as prioress is disputed by 
the three dissident nuns. The 
other three nuns work in the 
hospital, two as registered 
nurses and one as an adminis¬ 
trator. 

"These people are very, 
very well qualified." said 
Harrison. 

Harrison said the hospital is 
renowned for the quality of 
its care and to hire unquali¬ 
fied persons would jeopaidize 
the standards of the institu¬ 
tion. This would be unfair as 


the hospital is paid for with 
public money through the 
B.C. Hospital Insurance 
scheme. 

‘This Is no reflection on 
them (the unqualified nuns) 
as individuals,” he said. 

Harrison said the reason the 
residence of the priory is 
being shut down is one of eco¬ 
nomics. The building could 
house between 125 and 150 
persons but has only been 
used by the seven nuns, he 
said. 

"Their oil bill alone is $600 
a month,” he said.

BUENOS AIRES. AiKcntina 
- If there was ever any doubt 
about the continuing appeal of 
the Peronist cause In Argen¬ 
tina. the electoral sweep of 
Peronist candidates In na- 
tVomd and provincial balloAiiif 
ahould dkpel it. i 

But the broad Peronist vie- 
tory in the March 11 election, 
and partioularly that o< presi¬ 
dential candidate Hector Jose 
Campora. represents more 
than a simple triumph of the 
Peronist movement. 

Indeed many who voted for 
Dr. Campora and other 
Peronist can<hdate8 would not 
hdve done so in elections a 
few years back. The Campora 
win—whidi some commenta¬ 
tors here, perhaps too hastily, 
art terming a landslide—has 
to- be seen in the context of a 
nation whose people ere frus¬ 
trated end angry. 

Their frustrations are 
many. Obviously the 
Peroniste have built up a long 
list of grievances in the 17 
years in which they have been 
denied a say in who should 
govern Argentina. 

With a sohd 33 per cent of 
the electorate in their camp, 
they long have argued that no 
national solution should be 
valid and viable without 
them. 

At the same time, the pent- 
up frustations of other Argen¬ 
tines have been reaching the 
boiling point. The nation as a 
whole is tired of continuing 
military rule. 

Tha March 11 vote was a 
clear indication of this. In a 
sense, it was a stinging slap 
at the mOitary, a strong re¬ 
buff to an element in Argen¬ 
tine sode^ that has over and 
over again decided that it 
knows best what Argentina 
needs and therefore has fre¬ 
quently seized power. 

It obviously has the capaci¬ 
ty to do so again. But there is 
some feeling here that the 
military in the future will be 
more reluctant to take the 
step. 

In the seven years It has 
been in office since seizing 
power in 1966, it has been sin¬ 
gularly unsuccessful in solv¬ 
ing Argentina’s l^ion of eco- 
nomie and social problems. 

The nation as a whole 
knows this—and so does the 
■military. The move to return 
the nation to civilian rule was 
sparked by Lt. Gen. Alejandro 
Agustin Lanusse during his 
two years as president and by 
other officers who are well 
aware of the military’s fail¬ 
ures and the growing national 
protest over continued military 
rule. 

There is no doubt that the 
military would have preferred 
a different sort of outcome. 

But the proliferation of Ar¬ 
gentine political parties and 
the failure of the more impor¬ 
tant of these groupings to put 
forward attractive candidatas 
obviously nudged many an 
Ax^gentina voter into the 
Peronist camp as tort of a 
protest against not only the 
TTTili^y but also the tradi¬ 
tional political parties. 

This does not necessarily 
mean that the strong Peronist 
showing was a negative vote. 
In fact, a lot has changed in 
Argentina since former dicta¬ 
tor Juan Domingo Peron wss 
ousted in 1955, and Peronism. 
whatever the term means, is 
clearly nKwre acceptable today 
than it was then. 

Peron himself, sitting out 
the elections in Spanish exile, 
may be coming back to Ar¬ 
gentina, but the nation found 
out last Novennlber that his 
first return in 17 years was 
less a cause for shouting or 
alarm than anyone had be¬ 
lieved. 

Moreover, there is a strong 
hunch that Peron will only be 
back for visits, that he enjoys 
his European life and would 
not want to give It up. 

Just what a Peronist gov¬ 
ernment means for Argentina 
Is widely debated. Many of the 
strong fascist touches of the 
Peronism of the past are no 
J longer a part of the move¬ 
ment. 

Indeed, the platform on 
which Qunpora ran was ba.si- 
cally centrist, one that the 
vast majority of Argentines 
<'ould accept. It called for so¬ 
cial justice and economic im¬ 
provements, all against back¬ 
ground of Argentine national* 
^ ism. 

For his part. General 
I.anusse apparently recog¬ 
nizes the way Areentina is 
going. In a television address 
March 13 he indioatad that 
there was really no netd ^ a 
runoff election, even though 
Campora apparently did not 
win an absolute majority. 
After all, ha was to dose as 
to indioate the wiH of the Ar-

earth since last July has 
found apparent nickel depos¬ 
its in Western Canada and 
possible cot)per deposits in 
Pakistan and has shown there 
are errors in maps of the 
Amazon River. 

The first Earth Resources 
Technology Satellite ERTS is 
talcing man’s most detailed 
look at the earth’s surface as 
it circles the globe 14 times a 
day, sending back a stream of 
data on what treasures lie 
within its view 575 miles 
below', and what man and na¬ 
ture are doing to the planet. 

Since the $200-million proj¬ 
ect was launched, ERTS has 
taken more than 160,000 pic¬ 
tures, photographing 90 per 
cent of the United States and 
75 pec cent of the earth’s land 
mass — including one-fifth of 
the Soviet Union and China. 

Scientists and space of¬ 
ficials, discussing its work at 
a symposium, indicated it had 
proved of more value than 
had been forecast. 

They were particularly 
impressed by the promising 
outlook for ERTS surveys of 
remote regions in Alaska. 
Canada and other areas sel¬ 
dom flown over by planes.

MELBOURNE, Australia (UPI) — Con¬ 
victed kidnapper Edwin Eastwood told police 
the American-made fikn Dirty Harry pro¬ 
vided part of the idea behind the abduction 
of a sohool teadher and six of her pupils, the 
Victorian supreme <x>urt was told Wedneir 
day. 

Detective Sgt. R. G. Baker read to the 
court a record of interview allegedly given 
by Eastwood to ixilice on the day of his 
arrest. 

Eastwood already has been convicted of 
the Oct. 6 kidnapping of Mary Gibbs and six 
girls from the Faraday State School. 70 miles 
from Melbourne, and has been sentenced to 
15 years of hard labor. Clyde Boland, 33, is 
now before the court facing the same seven 
charges of kidnapping. 


The kidnappers demanded ransom equal 
to 21.4 million, but Miss Gibbs and the six 
girls, aged 5 to 11, escaped from their abduc¬ 
tors before the ransom was paid. Eastwood 
and Boland were arrested later. 

Baker said Eastwood told police he saw 
the film Dirty Harry, which coincidentally 
starred an actor with the same surname. 
Clint Eastwood, to “watch the pickup de¬ 
tails.” 

In the film, actor Eastwood plays the role 
of a policeman hunting down a criminal who 
has hijacked a school bus. 

Baker said Eastwood told police he devel¬ 
oped a plan from the movie for picking up 
the rahsom money by tearing pages from a 
street directory and leaving them in selected 
phone booths.

Snapping pictures of the Am¬ 
azon basin in Brazil, ERT.S 
set the mapmakers back to 
the drawing boards when, ac¬ 
cording to preliminary re- 
poi*ts by the head of Brazils’ — 
national space institute. It 
found: 

“The courses of tlie tribu¬ 
taries of the Amazon River 
are very different from the 
ones shown in the most recent 
available charts . . . Islands 
of more than 200 square kilo¬ 
metres area exist which are 
not shown on maps . . . small 
villages and towns and locat¬ 
ed wrongly on the maps by 
several tens of kilometres.

PARIS (AP) - Ai the eve¬ 
ning rush hour gathered mo¬ 
mentum on the superhighway 
clrcUi^ Paris, an IWhch-wide

(-raetced under ttx weight of 
the thousands of trucics and 
cars rumbling past the Porte 
de Versailles.

Eventually Monitor 4 was 
. banned and the crisis, tempo- 
‘irarily, had passed. 

But for the lliuusands of 
field workers who picked the 
lettuce, the spectre of pes¬ 
ticide poisoning began long 
before the first overdose of 
Monitor 4 was found in Jan¬ 
uary. and it has by no means 
ended. 


No one knows just how 
much pesticide an average 
farmworker is forced to ab¬ 
sorb in a harvest season or 
how many kinds of pesticides, 
or for what duration. But 
some authorities believe that 
a great number of field 
wiJTkers are now suffering 
from the effects of pesticide 
poisoning. 

Field workers have been ex- 
jKwed to agricultural poison 
for decades, hut the dangers 
of physical illness have enor¬ 


mously increased during the 
past year as the growen have 
shifted from the now banned 
ticides called organo phos¬ 
phates. 

These chemicals were 
DDT to another family of pes- 
seized upon as a substitute for 
DDT because of their ability 
to dissipate quickly and lose 
their toxicity over a few 
weeks. 

DDT, on the other hand, 
can remain in soils, water 
and animal tissues for years.. 


While they remain active, 
however, the organo phos^ 
phates are much more toxic 
than DDT, and some of them 
are among the most poisonous 
chemicals known to man. 

And yet, though the federal 
government hits set tolerance 
levels for consumers, no such 
standards exist for farm 
workers. 

Dr. Ephraim Kahn, chief of 
the occupational health unit of 
the California department of 
health, said: 


“Frankly, we just don't 
Iqww what effects the organo 
pliosphates have had on farm 
workers." • 

During a recent California 
assembly hearing here, some 
150 farm workers crowded 
into the headquarters of the 
United Farm Workers Union 
to listen to 23 witnesses tell of 
the effects they believe thfy 
have suffered from pesticides. 

No reporters went present 
during the hearing, but in the 
days following several of 


those who’testified repeated 
their experiences during a 
series of interviews. 

This is what they said} 
Carlos V., 23, has worked' 
the fields for four years: 

“One day a plane sprayed 
on a field next to where we 
were picking. During the next 
night I began to feel druggy. I 
had cold sweats and rashes 
, broke out on my body. After a 
few days It went away but 
several tin^ this winter U 
has returned.” 


Miguel S., 26, has picked 
lettuce for seven years and 
has never been seriously lU 
before this season. Now his 
skin is peeling from his hands 
in large dry patches. His feet 
are also peeling: 

“A rash began on my body 
six weeks ago and then my 
^ hands and feet began to peel, 
i) went to a doctor, he told me 
there was nothing to do if I 
4id fiot quit the fields.’’

Brian Faulkner Ponders 


What Might Have Been! 


BELFAST (AP) — Brian 
Faulkner, former prime min¬ 
ister of Northern Ireland, sat 
in his bomb-battered office re¬ 
flecting on what might have 
been. 

The windows of his Uilionist 
party headquarters on Glen- 
gall Street are for the most 
part boarded or bricked up. 
The street, less than 200 yards 
long, has suffered 22 bombs 
from the urban guerrillas of 
the Irish Republican Army. 

But the Union Jack still 
flies from the rooftop and it is 
business as usual inside. 
Faulkner, an industrialist and 
world-travelled commercial 
brain, is fighting to keep the 
Unionist voice heard above 
the bombing. 

He has for a year been a 
politician without a forum. 


Last March 24 he and his 
Protestant-based government 
quit and Britain took over full 
control in the six Ulster coun¬ 
ties. 

How does he rate Britain’s 
performance? 

"The whole situation seems 
to be tragic. First of all there 
was a wholesale escalation of 
violence, partly because of a 
change ' in security policy 
which meant that IRA terror¬ 
ists were set free from intern¬ 
ment. 

"This was dramatically 
turned around last August. 
Now the British government 
is operating virtually the 
same security policies that 
existed prior to direct rule. 
The IRA now is probably 
almost as badly crippled as it 


was last March. Months were 
wasted. ' 

"The other bad develop¬ 
ment is that, because of the 
British government’s suspen¬ 
sion of the Northern Ireland 
Parliament, power has gone 
to street groups. This situa¬ 
tion did not exist befoip. 
When Parliament existed peo¬ 
ple could/rjBfcr their prob¬ 
lems." 

Fauikneri generally rated' 
the ablest politician in Ulster^ 
had only a year as prime min¬ 
ister. 

At 52 Faulkner is the same 
age as the Irish republic’s 
new prime minister, Liam 
Cosgrave. They know each 
other from adminiatrative 
'contacts and through a com¬ 
mon interest in horses. 

"Mr. Cosgrave,’' said

MONTREAL (CP) — Guido 
Perrella has had several offers 
to buy his country home but 
none of the prospective 
buyers is interested in the 
property’s main feature-a 
47-foot tower housing an as¬ 
tronomical observatory with a 
10-inch reflecting telescope. 

Perrella, a mechanical en¬ 
gineer and engineering con¬ 
sultant, said in an interview 
he is determined to sell the 
house, property and obser\a- 
tory in St. Hippolyte, (^ue., as 
a complete package. 

The observatory, topi>ed by 
a 12- foot - diameter revolving 
dome, Is bigger than the one 
at McGill University, which, 
with its six-inch telescope, i.s 
the official Montreal observa¬ 
tory. 

Perrella said he would not 
sell the property without the 
astronomical facility "for fear 


the observatory will fall into 
disrepair." 

He said the telescope is 
I>owerful Enough to watch 
ants crawling on a leaf, or to 
count the needles on a pine 
tree—from a distance of half 
a mile. x 

Perrella said he plans to 
build a larger observatory, 
equipped with a larger tele¬ 
scope, after he sells his prop¬ 
erty at St. Hippolyte, 50 miles 
northwest of Montreal. 

His new observatory, to be 
built in nearby Sennevillc, 
will be his fifth. He has al¬ 
ready sold one of the two he 
built in St. Hippolyte, and two 
others, in Sao Paulo, Brazil, 
and Torinto, Italy, have also 
been sold. 

Perrella was born In Italy 
and lived in Brazil, Swit¬ 
zerland, France and England 
before he moved to Montreal

For Starters 


As you probably know by now, we are givtoe away free 
garden seeds this week — seeds of a chaiTning But little •» 
known flower called GUla capltaita or Blue Thimble Flower, 
and it is interesting to note that the first specimens of this 
lovely plant were discovered growing wild right here in 
British Columbia by the young Scottish plant coUector, David 
Douglas, of Douglas fir fame. Douglas introduced Oilla into 
European gardens in the year 1826. where it became much 
better known and appreciated than it is here in its native 
land. 

While it is quite possible to grow thei^ seeds from a 
simple outdoor scattering in April, as described earlier this 
week, there are a lot of things that could go wrong. A 
drenching storm could baUer your tiny seedlings into the 
ground; slugs or woodlice may feed upon them; cats may 
scratch them up, so it is Just gpod insurance to have an ace 
in Ifie hois by reserving a few of your Oblonlkt free eeeds for 
starting in pots. 

There is another reason, too. why it is a good idea to 
give a few of your precious see^ a protected indoor start 
in life. It is an unfortunate fact that when your outdoor-sown 
seeds come up, the seedlings kwk suspiciously like weeds at 
first, and I know of more than one case where rare and 
hard to come by seedling plants have been pulled up and 
discarded by mistake. 

By staiting a few of your seeds indoors, you get to 
know what the seedlings look like, and you will recognize 
your outdoor-sown plants when they put in an appearance. 

It doesn’t matter very much what kind of container you 
use. I have raised good plants in cut-down ihilk caitons, 
margarine tubs, tin cans, paper cig)s and fkMver pots of 
every conceivable material — clay, plastic, pressed peat, 
wood fibiie and the like. 

My favorite container is a pot sold in the garden shops 
under the trade name of Placet Pots. These are made of 
(thick but very light styrofoam plastic, a material which 
seems to possess a warmth of its own. The size I prefer is 
a squatty type, five^nches across but only four inches tall. 

Now for whalt^goes into the pots: I have long since 
abandoned the use of soil for starting delicate seeds, for it is 
so difficult to find soil of exactly the right texture for seed 
sowing. 

Moreover, backyard soil "as is" is almost infected with 
certain unpleasant plant diseases whidi thrive under pro¬ 
tected indoor conditions. 

For several years now I have been doing all my seed 


starting either In a lightweight soil substitute called Reli- 
Earih or in pure peat moss moistened wHh Alginure and 
packed quite looeely in Placet Pots. This last point is quite 
important. 

Whenever a soil substitute is used, whether it be peat 
moss, vermlculite, perlite, Reddi-Earth or what have you. It 
should be loose in the pot, never packed down firmly as 
you would with soil. 

T dilute the Alginure with water, one tablespoonful per 
quart, and soak the peat moss in this. If you don't have any 
Alginure handy, any other''fertilizer will do, preferably one 
which has had its origin in the ocean. Liquid fish and liquid 
Blue Whale are very gocxl. 

The idea of using a seaweed, fish or whale fertilizer iR 
because any goodness leached out of our garden soil by our 
winter rains mutt necessarily find its way into the sea, and 
bv using a lea-oriented fertilizer, we are restoring the lost 
elements, and in their pr(H>er balance. 

These include such things as copper, zinc, nickel, iron, 
sulphur, magnesium, iodine, manganese and molybdenum — 
the most minute quantities, and not found orddnarily in bag 
fertilizers. 

With the pots or boxes filled LOOSELY with the enriched 
peat moss, the tiny Qlla seeds are scattered VERY thinly 
on the surface of the damp peat — Ideally, each seed should 
be almost a full inch from its neax^t neigbtor. This wide 
spacing will make it that much easier to dig out the baby 
plants when the time for transplanting arrives. 

At this point. I cover each pot with a sheet of plastic 
held in place with an elasUc band, and the pot with its pre¬ 
cious seeds goes to a warm place to await gerinination.

SAN FRANaSCO (AP) — 
Chinatown these days is a 
freefire zone in what police 
call the Chinese gang war. 

Polte# lay the warriors, 
mostly teen-agers and almost 
all under 25. have been in¬ 
volved in 13 killings during the 
last four irears. 

Some scorn their elders and 
call them "bananas” yel¬ 
low on the outside but white 
on the inside -— or . ‘^Uncle 
Tongs.” sellouts to the whites 
they accuse cd keeping the 
Chinese in ghettos. 

The gangs usually are made 
up of 20 to 30 youths, but may 
swell to 100 or so in times of 
tension. They combine long- 
held grudges worthy of the 
Hatfields and McCoys with 
the turf consciousness of 
Puerto Ricans. 

Hostile Land 

’*What the kids are doing is 
pretty oloee to what the tongs 
did in the 19th century," says 
a San Francisco policeman. 
The tongs were grou|)s of 
young immigrant Chinese or¬ 
ganized (or stability, security 
and brotheihood in a strange 
and sometimes hostile land. 

’"This is not a gang." , 
protests Kit Fong, 24. He and 
his 18-year-old brother Joe 
run the Chung Ching Yee. It I 
and the rival Wah Ching are 1 
the two main warring gangs 
here. 

Joe Fong was sentenced to 
life imprisonment recently 
after being convicted of con¬ 
spiracy to murder. 


seemed to know when and 
where the hatchet men would 
clash.

Aberdeen Private Hospital In Victoria is 
one of 10 such B.C, institutions which Tues¬ 
day filed B.C. Supreme Court actions against 
ipunicipalities, claiming money they say is 
owing to them for the care of welfare pa¬ 
tients since April 1, 19T2. 

In early May, 1972, a decision in B.C.

Douglas Wilson, a ST-year-^ 
old constable whoaa liking for 
"digging” led him to a‘ new 
type of >>b on the Victoria 
police force, was looking re¬ 
cently for a girl wanted on a 
warrant of committal for fail¬ 
ure to pay a driving fine. 

He and other pollcemeivhad 
been getting a runaround with 
phone calls to the home where 
tlie girl -r* we’U call her Susie 
Smith — was thought to llv^- 
So Wilson went there and 
knocked. 

A man came to the door, 
and Wilson asked for Mary 
Brown. The man said no 
women liv^ there — It was a 
bachelors' pad. Wilson saw on 
the floor a pair of women's 
shoes and asked about them. 

The man blushed and said 
they belonged to his girl. Wil¬ 
son asked for her. She came 
to the door and he asked if 
Mary Brown wa.s there. She 
said no — her name was Susie 
I Smith.' 

Hearing the right name at 
last, Wilson said: "Well, Susie 
Smith, I have a warrant for 
you." 

The native <rf Prince Al¬ 


bert, Sask., wfio came ’to 
’ Victoria at the age of 14 and 
jloined the Victoria force in 
1962, explained the job he was 
given October of clearing 
up outstanding warrants: 

"Vtxi don't try to be un¬ 
derhanded but yet you can't 
be too gullible. You can't 
stand there and let them lie to 
:jou, but you try to leave them 
with a fairly decent feeling. 
You're doing your job and you 
hope it's teaching them a lee- 
son.” 

Wilson worked al a young 
man on job evaluation and 
stock control for the T. Eaton 
Co. but Itnew several police 
and ”I thought I would enjoy 
the work, especially with 
youth.,” He spent three years 
on the youth detail but he also 
found himself keeping his eye 
on the force's stack of out¬ 
standing warrants. 

No one worked on them full 
time — they would simply be 
served If oMicer and accused 
met — and, said Wilson, 'T 
just had an interest in trying 
to find these people ... I felt 
people shouldn't be getting 
away with things.” 

His superiors noticed his 
success and Wilson was de¬ 


tailed full time to warrants 
for two wdeks in IdtX by Chief 
J. F. Qregory, then went Jback 
last October because 650 had 
piled up. dating back to 1961. 

They ranged from disobey¬ 
ing a parking-meter summons 
through many Motor Vehicle 
Act offences and false pre¬ 
tences to bigamy, abduction 
and even robbery with vio- 
flence. Another' 525 warrants 
have been issued by the 
courts since then, making a 
toUl of 1,225. 

But in the five months since 
Wilson startad Oct. 23. that 
total has shrunk to Of the 
rest, other policetneo have 
served about 225 while Wilson 
has dispesed of 60p through 
his ofwn efforts or, by tending 
policemiBt irt'O^ater Victoria 
and the rest of Canada to the 
right places. 

He works out of the records 
division, headed by Sgt. Doug¬ 
las Grant, and his job is sepa¬ 
rate from that of the. three 
summons servers of Victoria 
Provincial Court. They serve 
the original summonses while 
Wilson tracks down those who 
don’t answer those sum¬ 
monses. 

How does he find them? 
Much of his method has to 


remain a secret but he works 
closely with Uie summons 
servers, other police forces 
and aity place that .jfeeps« 
records. 

'The name of . a man arrest¬ 
ed recently in Victoria for 
causing a disturbance by 
beir^ drunk was fed into 
CPIO. It reported warrants 
for him in Montreal for theft, 
Calgary for break-in and theft 
and Vancouver for possession 
of heroin for the purpose of 
trafficking. 

Most people reply "you’ve 
got to be kidding” when told 
there Is a warrant for their 
arrest, since most of the war¬ 
rants are for failure to an¬ 
swer parking-meter sum¬ 
monses. Indications are Wil¬ 
son and other police bend 
over backward to avoid jail 
time for such people, but it 
oan happen. 

Even if it doesn’t, courj 
costs can turn a $2.50 parking 
fine into a $10 affair. And 
there’s the embarrassment of 
having a policeman come to 
your home or work to tell you 
that you face arrest. 

Wilson, who may have 
learned diplomacy as v»ce- 
presldent of the Victoria Eve¬ 
ning Optimists and as a Little 
League baseball umpire, re¬ 


calls going to one home in 
search of "John Doc” for a 
parking ticket. The man at^ 
the home aaid Doe had xnoved 
but he would tell police if he 
found where Doe was. 

Wilson asked the man's 
name, got it, remembered the 
name was on a driving war¬ 
rant and arrested the man, 
finding Doe later. It all went 
pleasantly, which says eome- 
thing for the warrant mart’s 
method.

cence so Wilson 
Alberta Motor 
Branch in Edmonton for the 
man. 

Back came an address in 
OkoU^s, Alta., where police 
were asked by Wilson to talk 
to the man. ITie driver apolo¬ 
gized for forgetting and sent 
the $60 to Victoria. 

Wilson says the quantity of 
warrants coming from the 
coifrts seems to indicate the 
warrant job will be a continu¬ 
ing one. 

"People shbuld realize that 
a warrant, once issued, stays 
out until you die or we get 
you.”

VANCOUVER (CP) — One- 
quarter of all the people liv¬ 
ing in B.C. are going to de¬ 
velop the provincial 

chairman of the Cancer Con¬ 
trol Committee, Dr. D. H. 
WilliaiTO, says. 

•‘Two out of three families 
will experience the tragedy of 
cancer in their midst," Wil¬ 
liams told delegates attending 
the 31^t annual conference of 
the Canadian Cancer Society’s 
B.C. and Yukon division. 

He said the committee has 
recommendad to the provin¬ 
cial government that the B.C. 
cancer treatment and re¬ 
search foundation be expand¬ 
ed. 

"It will be a multi-miirion 
dollar project to put all 49 
recommendations made by 
our committee and approved 
by the government into action 
and it will take several 
years," he said. 

In B.C. one out of every six 
deaths is caused by cancer. 

“We receive 6,500 new no¬ 
tifications of cancer each year 
and 3,000 people die in this 
province from cancer each 
year," said the doctor. 


Eat Less, 
Consumers 
Told in U.S. 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
Americans trying to beat high 
food prices should “eat a little 
bit less." an administration 
official has recommended. 

The suggestion was made 
by James McLane, deputy 
director of the Cost of Living 
CounciL » 

Consumers should tighten 
their belts, McLane eaid, be¬ 
cause efforts to boost food 
supplies and bring down 
pr i ce s will not have an im¬ 
pact on grocery store prices 
until the second half of the 
yeaf. 

McLane said thatg^ven then. 
food prices as a whole will 
continue to rtsc but not as fa.st 
as the extremely rapid In¬ 
creases of recent months.

Esquimau Licences Up Soon 


With the passing MoneJay by EstjUimalt coun- f- 
cll to Increaae btolness licence fees, businessmen 
in the munidpaUty face higher rates April 1. 

The bylaw was passed unanimously by council 
after It was amended to diange the rates affecting 
i^tail businesses and banks. 

Retail businesses will be assessed at $5 for 
each 250 square feet of floor space with the first 
250 square feet costing $15. Banks will be rated 
in three categories, according to the number of 


persons they employ. All the rates are for si.x- 
month periods and they are renewable April 1 and 
Oct. 1. 

The new rates involve Increases in some cases 
of 400 per cent. They are the first substantial 
changes in rates In nine years and bring Esqui- 
malt’s fees into line with the other Greater Vic¬ 
toria municipalities. 

At the beginning of Monday’s council meet¬ 
ing, newly-elected Aid. George McCreadie was 
sworn in.

Beard jumped to three 
spades to show an indepen 
dent suit and good playing 
strength. The club, diamond 
and heart bids were inves¬ 
tigatory cue bids (the 
agreed tirimp suit whs 


spades) and Beard bid the 
.slam, knowing that he had 
control in all side suits. 

West chose the most em 
barrassing lead of a dia¬ 
mond and the slam was “up 
for grabs,” depending upon 
declarer’s play from 
dummy. Had he finessed the 
queen. East would win and 
return a diamond to remove 
dummy’s entry and the 
slam would go down to de¬ 
feat. The uneven spade and 
heart division would make it 
impossible to establish 
dummy’s hearts, and West 
would eventually score the 
club king for down one. 

■Here’s how Beard timed 
his swing. He ducked the 
diamond lead and. East won 
the 10. A club shift tempted 
Beard, however, since East 
couldn’t possibly be leading 
from the king; Beard went 
straight up with the club 
ace. 

One high trump was 
played and Board then 
started to establish hearto. 
The ace and king of hearts 
were played and a small 
heart was ruffed with a high 
trump. A low spade was led. 
to dummy’s 10 and a fourth 
round of hearts was ruffed 
with another high trump. 
Dummy’s last heart was 
now established and Beard 
had one more high trump to 
draw We^'s trump nine. 
After this^it was an easy 
matter to cross to dummy’s 
diamond ace cmd discard 
the club loser oh the es¬ 
tablished heart. 

Most of the time Beard 
believes in straight drives 
and straight putts. However, 
as his play of today’s hand 
proves, there are many dogr 
leg holes with traps and 
bunkers and the straight 
pa^ is not always the best 
way to the cup.

of Imminent Revolution

In 1969 Bo Burlingham was 
“running with the Weather¬ 
men'’ through the streets of 
Chicago, as the radical ex* 
tremlst groMP smashed win¬ 
dows during its self-styled 
“days of rage.” 'Podey the ge^ 
nial, tandyohahred young man 
Is managing editor of Ram¬ 
parts magazine, a well-Known 
periodical of the Left whose 
base he is trying to expand to 
reach the “McGovern constit¬ 
uency.’’ 


In 1968, Tom Hayden, one of 
the beat-known radicels of the 
1960's and founder of Students 
for a Democratic Society, was 
fighting in the streets outside 
the Democratic National Con¬ 
vention and asserting that the 
country was on the verge of 
revolution. In 1972 he advised 
sigipcaters to work tor Sen. 
Edmund Muskie if necessary 
to help end the war. Today he 
heads a new group which says 
It aims at putting grass-rexits 
pressure on. Congress to keep 
the peace and educating local 
citizens’ groups on the mean¬ 
ing of the war. 


In 1970, black-bearded Mi¬ 
chael Ansara. the best-knmvn 
'SDS leader in the New Eng¬ 
land area, helped lead a 
eplintcr-SDS march through 
Harvard Square which left 
every window in the area bro¬ 
ken. Later that year he was 
beaten by working-class 
youths in blue-collar Lowell 
for carrying a Viet Cong flag 
in an antiwar march. Since 
1970, Ansara, his hair neatly 
trimmed, has lived quietly 
and organized local people 
successfully in the blue-collar 
tlorchester section of Boston. 

These young men have not 
changed their views about the 
American system. Nor have a 
score of (^er former SDS 
leaders, once members of the 
best-knofwn radical group of 
the 1960*8. Most of those inter¬ 
viewed have stayed active in 
some way. but their tactics 
and attitudes have been radi¬ 
cally changed by events of the 
past few years. 

Among those still active 
there is a definite trend to- 
ware community organizing 
around local issues. Others 
have returned to graduate 
school or are teaching. Some 
have become radical profes¬ 
sionals. A few ha^ve aban¬ 
doned active politics, moving 
to rural communes. One ex- 
weatherwoman is reported to-

In 1970 
three young people were 
killed in the explosion of a 
New York town-house ’’bomb 
factory.’’ Most of the remain¬ 
ing top leadership has disap¬ 
peared underground, eluding 
the FBI for three years and 
heard from only occasionally 
in 1971 via bombings for whdeh 
they claimed responsibility. 
Only small chapters of p, doc¬ 
trinaire Maoist SDS faction 
remain on some campuses. 

Among the former SDSers 
who continue to work, there is 
n definite shift in attitude. 
Thera is clearly a new’ toler¬ 
ance toward opposing opin¬ 
ions and a more sanguine 
assessment of their own 
powers. Gone is the apocalyti- 
ticism of the ’60’s—-the dream 
of revolution around the 
comer. 

“When I W'as in Weather¬ 
man there was a heady period 
when it looked in 1968 like the 
youth of the world was rising 
up,’* recalls Bo Burlingham. 
“We were Incapable of think¬ 
ing in terms of 20 years.’* 
Now he feels that radical so¬ 
cial change in his lifetime is 
“really problematic . . . 

though pbssible.” 

Burlingham, a 1968 gradu¬ 
ate of Princeton University, 
spent the year of the 1968 


Paris uprising in France on a 
Fulbright scholarship and 
.jpined Weatherman after 
trip to Cuba in the summer of 
1969. He is under indictment 
with 14 others (most of them 
underground) on charges of 
conspiring to bomb police fa¬ 
cilities in four cities in 1970 — 
although he left Weatherman 
before Its underground-bomb¬ 
ing stage began. 

Even though his outrage 
has not diminished at the in¬ 
justices he feels America 
commits, his tactics have 
changed. “The movement got 
itself into a situatiem wdiere it 
was unable to talk with any¬ 
one else," he says. 

Burlington docs not feel the 
radicals of the ’SO’s failed. He 
argues that more ordinary 
people are aware of injustice 
m)w. “The important thing is 
to nurture that, to make sure 
there is a bridge between the 
’eOs and the next period of up¬ 
heaval." He hopes to find in 
Ramparts a new mcan^ of 
c<Mumunica4Jing to a broader 
audience. 

'T feel like 1 don’t want to 
be part of the mainstream. 
There was a whole generation 
who learned too much about 
America. We have different 
w’ays of coping. Some drop 
out and liv^ on farms, some 
write or edit magazines, some 
go on teaching. But what we 
learned is indelibly imprint¬ 
ed." 

Michael Ansara is an SDS 
leader who made the journey 
from Harvard and the student 
niccca of Cambridge to a 
working-class Dorchester sec-

tion of ^ton. Ansara has 
been active politically since 
he was In high school 11 years 
ago. M that time he cam¬ 
paigned for a nuclear-dlliar- 
mament candidate. He was 
known as an active or¬ 
ganizer in national and New 
England SDS in the late ’60’s. 
Although he criticized Weath- 
an’d never joined, he 
was a mover;^ behind the No¬ 
vember Actiod Council, which 
staged the destructive march 
on Harvard Square in April, 
1970. 

For the pa.st thi-ee years, 
Ansara and his \i’ife. Amy. 
have lived in white, working 
class Dorchester. They have 
helped build a local move¬ 
ment called The People First; 
led an apparently effective 
crusade against a highly un¬ 
popular district judge, and 
against the intrusion of a 
branch of the state universi¬ 
ty; and generated a visible 
amount of opposition to the 
Vietnam war. Similar or¬ 
ganizing is being done by 
former SDS colleagues of the 
Ansaras in several depressed 
blue-collar cities near Boston. 

Ansara and his wife •— who 
is also an organizer but cur¬ 
rently supports them by nurs¬ 
ing — have committed their 
lives for the foreseeable fu¬ 
ture to organizing. But An¬ 
sara feels he has learned a lot

I’ve 
learned that if you respect 
people with different opinions 
and put information in a form 
accessible to them, they are 
tremendously open ..." 

Unlike SDS days, Ansara 
sees a need now for “more 
stress, not action but on dig¬ 
ging in. having skills people 
want, not just technical twt 
political.” He says radicals 
must overcome their suspi¬ 
cion of good organization and 
must help local groups form 
mass organizations to demo¬ 
cratize the police, courts, city 
councils, and other local insti¬ 
tutions. 


His time framework, too, 
has changed from the days 
when SDS demanded “imme¬ 
diate transformation from 
where we were to where we 
wanted to be." 

"Now I’m a little older, a 
little smarter," he says. "I 
realize you make progress 
step by step. There will be 
phases, but each time you 
trap a little sand, and when 
the next upsurge comes in a 
period of crisis, yotVare that 
much higher 'on the 
shore . . .’’ 

Ansara says his close 
friends from Harvard and 
SDS of 1968-69 have scattered 
four ways. ’’One group has 
left the city and is doing stuff 
around the country, working 
health clinics, community or¬ 
ganizing, working in plants, 
lots of people teaching in 
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working-class coUegee, some 
radical doctors and lawyers. 

A second group has stayed ac¬ 
tive around here. A third stlU 
Uiinks it is purl of the Left 
but is more into identity 
crises than poliUcal work 
cept for attending demon¬ 
strations. And a tiny group 
has gone Into doctrinaire 
Marxist sects." 

Of those top SDS officials 
still active, the trend Is to- 
ward local activity. 

The overwhelming mood 
expressed by these young 
men was a sense of waiting. 
Writing in a recent issue of 
Ramparts, long-time cliroh- 
ioJer of the Left, Andy Ko- 
piW, expressed it like this:

DUNCAN — Five years of 
negotiations between the Cow»- 
ichan Indian band council and 
the Duncan city council cul¬ 
minated Wednesday with the 
signing of an agreement per¬ 
mitting the city to construct 
roads and sewers on Indian 
land lying between Trunk 
Road and the Cowichan 
River. 

At a special council meeting 
Wednesday afternoon, a mo¬ 
tion was passed authorizing 
the mayor and the city ad¬ 
ministrator to sign the agree¬ 
ment which wdn allow con¬ 
struction to begin in the area 
within the next six to eight 
weeks. 

Mayor Jim Quaife de¬ 
scribed the signing of the 
agreement as “a veryiiistoric 
event,” the impact of which 
will be felt for many years. 

“To my knowledge, we will 
be the only municipality in 
B.C. that has a viable work¬ 
ing agreement with an Indian 
band council for the use of In¬ 
dian lands,” he said. 

The agreement gives the 
city the right to enter the land 
and to install roads and ser¬ 
vices. Indian land is normally 
private, and a municipahty 
cannot construct any roads or 
services without such an 
agreement. 

The agreement inchides 
land which has already been 
developed along Trunk Road 
and the Island Highway, as 
well as land south of Trunk 
Road which has already been 
approved for the development 
of a $4.5 million shopping 
centre.

The bill will also repeal sec¬ 
tions of the act brought in by 
the former Social Credit ad¬ 
ministration governing the 
possession of LSD. Cocke said 
these lections were being re¬ 
pealed because they were oh* 
vlously outside the province s 
jurisdiction and hadn't ever 
been used since they were 
first passed in 1967. 

They made it an offence to 
possess LSD or not to report 
any known possession of LSD 
by anybody else. Penalties for 
possession ranged up to a 
$2,000 fine or a six-month jail 
sentence. 

Cocke said the Health Act 
was obviously the wTong 
place for such legislation be¬ 
cause It fell under the federal 
fbod and drug act. 

Penalties for offences under 
the Health Act have been 
raised from $100 to $500.

Floating decimal, largc- 
•cale integration, single-chip 
circuitry, memory banks and 
liquid crystal readouts. 

Sounds like the description 
of a milllon-dollar computer? 
Well, it isn’t. They are some 
of the technical features found 
in the dandies! little toy that 
has come alohg since the min¬ 
iature electric train. 

Electronic calculators they 
art called. The advertise¬ 
ments praise thent as an ab¬ 
solute necessity for the engi¬ 
neer. the architect, the ac¬ 
countant, but don’t let that 
fool you. 

”We have men come In who 
tell me they don’t really need 
an electronic calculator, but 
they want to play around with 
It at home.” says Peter 
Smith, who sells the miniature 
computers at a downtown de- 
I>artment store. 

They come in varying sizes. 
The smallest ones fit into the 


palm of your hand, but their 
capabilities make them elec¬ 
tronic marvels. 

They will add. subtract, 
multiply and divide, and 
that’s just the basic functions. 

They wiM handle decimal 
points with ease, some models 
up to eight. 

They will take care of 
successive multiplications, 
with or without decimals. 

The more advanced models 
will store an end product in a 
memory bank for recall. 
Some will give the desired 
percentage of any figure. 

On many models, there is a 
separate key which erases the 
last entry in case the wrong 
button has been pushed by 
mistake. 

One of the most sophisticat¬ 
ed models will print out a 
tape Hsting all, calculations 
performed by the machine. 

The price for these little 
wonders ranges all the wfly 
from about $80 to $300. 


The $300 models are per¬ 
haps really for the profes¬ 
sionals who might use them 
extensively, but the less ex¬ 
pensive ones could provide a 
source of entertainment for 
anyone. 

Snnilth says when the first 
models came on the market a 
few years ago, only accoun- y 
tants were interested In them. 

“At that time, aales clerks 
were almost reluctant to sell 
them, because they feared 
they didn’t know enough 
about the machines.” he says. 

’’But then the pattern 
changed and now just about 
everybody seems to be In the 
market for electronic calcula¬ 
tors. We have one school 
which wants to buy about 25 
of them for use by students.” 

Most of the calculators, he 
says, owe their brilliant 
powers to a small component 
called a chip. No larger than 
about a quarter of a square 


Inch, this part has a comirfete 
electronic circuitry that 
makes the calculator tick. 

The rest is batteries and 
iodes with lots and lots of 
wire.

Is IhSit It was 
a Canadian firm whleh mar¬ 
keted the first mod^l ^pld 
Data of Rexdalf. Ont.» gjimt 
out with its llapldman 800 
long before the market was 
flooded by literally hundred 
of different makes, mainly 
from the U.S. and Japan. 

Advertisements suggest that 
the machines could be used 
by engineers on the construc¬ 
tion site, by secretaries at ^e 
office and by businessmen 
giving clients rough es¬ 
timates. 

But they could just as easily 
be owned simply for the fun 
of it, says Smim.

“It really • works, co-op 
housing really, really works.” 
At least that’j the view of 
Mrs. Shirley Schmid, pres¬ 
ident of the Vancouver-based 
United Housing Foundation. 

Mrs. Schmid was one of the 
speakers from the floor at a 
public meeting called by the 
Victoria West CJommunity As¬ 
sociation Wednesday to dis¬ 
cuss a proposal to build a 
70-unlt co-op housing develop¬ 
ment on a 4.3-acre site on 
McCaskill in Victoria West. 

A group of Victoria resi¬ 
dents recently formed the Pio¬ 
neer Co-operative Housing 
Foundation to get the develop¬ 
ment to construction this sum¬ 
mer. 'Hiey are being helped 
in the project by their Van¬ 
couver counterparts who built 
Vancouver’s De Cosmos Vil¬ 
lage. 

The Wednesday meeting at 
the Victoria West elementary 
school gym discussed the nuts 
and bolts of cohdp housing 
which Is designed to allow 
families in the $6,000 to $6,000 
income bracket to enjoy high 
quality row housing on a non¬ 
profit. low-cost basis. 

Co-op owners in the McCas¬ 
kill project will pay a low 
down payment of between 
$1.,700 and $2,000, with month¬ 
ly payments to meet the 
operating costs of the develop¬ 
ment. Any surplus ^In pay¬ 
ments is given back to the co 
op shareholdeiv in the form of 
a dividend. 

'The Victoria project^ will 
consist of one-to-four-^room 
units und the ultimate price 
will depend on what the proe- 
^»otlve buyers want to in¬ 
clude in the ^ development. 
Mrs. Schmid said there will

She told the Wednesday 
meeting that in the De 
Cosmos project a three- 
bedroom unit sold for $17,900 
because of the special advan¬ 
tages in the Co-operative As¬ 
sociations Act.

Dissident Nuns 
‘Not Suitable’ 
Hospital Help 


The three nuns who have 
been sitting in at St. Mary’s 
Priory in Langford for the 
past week lack the training 
and experience necessary to 
work in the priory hospital, 
hospital administrator George 
Harrison said Wednesday. 

The sisters have been sit¬ 
ting in at the priory since last 
Thursday when they were told 
the building they had been liv¬ 
ing in was being closed. 

They claimed they were 
being denied opportunity to 
work in the hospital. 

Harrison said Sister Mary 
Josephine Donovan had 
worked at the hospital for a 
short time but "was in no way 
suitable.” 

'^'They lack training and ex¬ 
perience to fit into the pro¬ 
gram,” said Harrison. 

The hospital operates a 
95-bed extended care facility 
and also has 35 boarding 
home patients cared for by a 
staff of 120. Harrison is re¬ 
sponsible for hiring the staff. 

Among the seven nuns in¬ 
volved in the dispute. Sister 
Leonettea Hoesing, as the 
head of the priory, acts as 
chairman of the board that 
runs the hospital, said Har¬ 
rison. Sister Leonettea’s posi¬ 
tion as prioress is disputed by 
the three dissident nuns. The 
other three nuns work In the 
hoepital, two as registered 
nurses and one as an adminis¬ 
trator. 

“These people are very, 
very well qualified,’- said 
Harrison. 

Harrison said the hospital is' 
renowned' for the quality of 
its care and to hire unquali¬ 
fied persons would jeopardize 
the standards of the Institu¬ 
tion. This would be unfair as 


the hospital is paid for with 
public money through the 
B.C. Hospital Insurance 
scheme. 

“This Is no reflection on 
them (the unqualified nuns) 
as individuals,” he said. 

Harrison said the reason the 
residence of the priory is 
being shut down is one of eco¬ 
nomics. The building could 
house between 125 and 150 
persons but has only been 
used by the seven nuns, he 
said. 

”Their oil bill alone is $600 
a month,” he said. 


He said the city should declare the alley 
an area of historical value and should seek a 
government grant for its restoration. 

The alley, he said, should be turned into a 
pedestrian mall with small shops on both 
sides. He said a $150,000 grant would be 
enough to cover the cost of refurbishing the 
still existing store premises, now all vacant. 
.^bout 20 shops could operate In the alley. 

Tisdale said the grant could be obtained 
fnim the provincial government under the 
B.C. Archeological and Historic Sites Act. 
Federal grants might also be aj^aUabie for 
such a project, ha said.
